1. There ie submitted herewith the Second Annual Survey of "In- 
dustrial and Commercial" Loade Served by REA-financed Bystens 
carrying loads that require transformers of 5 kva or mere, 
Tne report is based on data received from 661 energised sys- 
tems surveyed on January 1, 1941. 


2 The firet annual survey, sudsitted last year, brought to light 
the fact that REA systeus served, during 1939, over 3,500 in- 
dustrial and commercial consumers wits a total connected trans—- 
former capacity of over 57,000 kva. 


3. The present report shows a tremendous increase in the number of 
industrial and commercial leeds in 1940, the number of services 
having increased to 5,365 (or 53 percent more thas in 1939) and 
the total connected transformer capacity to 106,477 kva (or 86 


4e To secure data on the actual aaximum dewand of each of these 5,365 
consuxers, it would have been necessery to install « recording 
instrusent in each of these establishments, leave it there perman- 
ently and analyse load curves annually. The purpose of tais survey 
does not warrant such expenuiture and effort. Late on maximum 
denaruis were received from a sufficient number ef the systeus to 
indicate that the actual seximum demand is over & percent of the 
total transformer capacity, allowing for immediate larger loads on 
many of these services. 


5. <A part of this increase can be attriouted to tne expansion of AEA 
systeas and the couetruction of new lines. However, an anelysis 
of the dats shows tnaet the greatest increases in load have taken 
place on the oldest existing HEA aystena, inicicating added appre- 
ciation by inhabitants of the areas served of the potentialities 
of electric power in rural areas. It ahould be mentioned that 
during 1940 a large cumber of establishments engaged in National 
Lefense activities have been connected. Tne importance of the 
availability of power for these new plants in decentralised areas 
and the possibility of utilising existing smsll incustrial plante 
already powered and equipped for defense productiou cannot be 
overenphasixzed,.

All these losds were connected to REA lines without ailrect 
prosotional effort om the part of REA or other governcent 
agencies. There is, therefore, little doubt that the provision 
of electric power in the areas where iWese eshll industries are 
located filled a long-felt need and it 1s poscible that & large 
proportion of these industrial loads dic mot exist or could not 
have existed prior to the availability of EA power. 


This survey shows clearly what hes been accomplished in ¢0 short 
a tise by spontaneous individual initiative in the way of de- 
centralisation of industry and stimulation of dudivicual enter- 
prise through the existence of a governsent-financed activity. 
It is @ mere indication of what can be eccomplished along the 
line of decentralisation and migration of industries to rural 
areas with the attendant benefits both to tne farm and to ihs 
industrial worker, 


Of the 136 different types of industries - 37 types of “Farm In- 
dustries" and "Food Processing” represent 57 percent of tie number 
of services and 47 percent of the connected transformer capacity. 
There are 36 types of Government agencies, utilities and publis 
inatitutions being served; 6 types of Forest ,roducts}; la typee 

of Minerals industries; 13 types of Stone, Clay und Glass products; 
7 types each of Textiles and of Cneaicale aud 18 types of Miscellan- 
eous Industrial end Commercial Consumers such 48 machine shops, 
welders, auto dody builders, electric eupply wanufacturers, stc. 


A review of the different types of industries being served will 
show that asny ure important in either defense ;reperedness work 
or in sotuel national defense sork.
